I nave the honour to submit the Annual Accounts and Administration Report of District 
Road Fund in this district for the cess year 145-86. 

2. “There were altogether seven meetings held during the 
were attended by a sufficient number of members ; exce)t in onc, there was not a quoruns. 
The attendance of the mofussil members, as heretofore, was not satisfactory. ‘The names 
of certain members have been removed from the list for their non-attendance, and the 
attention of the existing members has been drawn to scotion 115 of the Road Cess Act, to 
ensure a better attendance in future. 

The attendauce of the members of the Branch Committces has not been favourably 
reported on by the Chairmen of the Branch Committees. In the Jamove sui-division, out 
of the 14 members in the list, eight of them did not attend avy mceting during the 
year, aud quorums were formed in three mectings only out of the six meetings held. Ln 
fhe Begooserai sub-division, none of the European members attended any miceting 
during the year, except one gentleman, who was present on one occasion. But it appears 
thet they arc always willing to render assistance, as heretofore, by undertaking the 
maintenance and repsirs of several village roads in their respective jurisdictions. Some 
of these gentlemen have aleo voluntecred to undertake the repairs of certain district 
roads this year, in addition to the village roads made over to them by the Branch 
Commitee. 

8. The working ofthe Collection Department has been separately reported to you 
by the Collector, The result of the collection was op the whole satisfactory, the percen- 
‘tage of the collections having amounted to 98°9 per cent. on the demands, The introduction 
ofthe certificate operation has been the most successful remedy for the epecdy realisation 
ef road cess arrears. Most part. of the year’s demand has been collected. 

4, Necessary repairs were carried out to all existing roadeand bridges, aud they 
were maintained in feir order.

None of these works cails for any special comment, as most of them were in progress 
from former years. Much has been said of them in previous reports. ‘Che most important of 
these works is the completion of a high road from Munsce to Buektiarpore, generally termed 
the “Nepal road.” ‘This isthe heaviest and most expensive work the Committee have ever 
undertaken, and the road was completed according to estimate, and apened to traffic; but the 
heavy floods of last year eansed damages in certain portions of ihis roaa on account of 
insufficient waterway, aud an estimate ix in course of preparation for remedying this want, 
This road runs through a country which in the rains becomes « vast sheet of water in which 
wheel and foot communication is interrupted for many mouths together. It terminates at 
the extreme northern border of this distriet, and thence is under the Blhaugulpore Road ess 
Committes, and rona to the Nepal frontier, On the completion of the cmbanked road from 
Khagria to Gogri, which joins the Nepal road at Munsce (the starting-point of the Nepal road), 
there will be one continuous link of roads from the other side of the river opposite Monghyr 
to the Nepal Terai. An estimate amounting to Rs. 7,000 has been sanctioned for planting 
trees on this road, and this work most probably will be undertaken during the next rains. 

6. The next work which nceds mention a the converting of Ganges GhAt to Rasid- 
pore (Tirkoot road) into au embankment. This work ms to have been intended to make 
the road serve as a bund against the spill of the river Ganges, and is seid to have success- 
fully withstood heavy floods of last year. Every precaution was taken to preserve the bund 
from injury. aud the efforts were s ful. A’small brexeh about 100 fect wide was made 
in one ‘place, but it was repaired as soon as the water subsided. But I have considerable 
doubts us to the advisabiliy of the work, and am making enquiries about it. I have had 
many complaints, and from personal observation these complaints seem reasonable. 

7. All other new works completed during the year have been gencrally usefu’, except 
the Anjun canse on the Jamooe-Malhepore road, which was constructed with ea view 
to give ‘easy passe to wheeled traflic, but could not withstand the violeut rush of the hill 
stream on which it was built. 

8. A certain sum was spent last year in demarcating boundary lines of the existing 
roads, and provision has also beew made in the carient year’s budget for the above purpose. 
The work is progressing, and ina few years boundary lines will be drawn ou most of the 
existing important roads, 

9. Tree-planting —Tree-planting has been carried out on the roads mentioned* on the 

margin under five years’ contract system. The state of the 
trees is not always good. The period of five veurs’ contract 
having expired on the 30th Scptember lust, the Committee 
have proposed to prolong the contracts for n further period 
of two years, in order to bring the under-sized trees to. such 
a height as not to require avy furthor maintenance when 
taken over by the department.

Nurseries are also maintained by the department for filling up the gaps in the lines of 
trees on the obl roads. It appears that trecs can be planted departmentally more advan- 
tagcously than under the contract system, and accordingly tho Uistrict Kngincer has been 
requested to adopt the former course. 

10. The accounts are monthly scrutinized and audited by a Standing Sub-Committee. 
The local auditor has also inspected and examimed the accounts up to September 1886 in 
November last. 

11. General remarke—The state of communication ia generally good. The roads were 
regularly maintaincd aud kept iu passable order. Au unusual heayy flood visited 
the district last y ea1, causing more ér less injury to sveral district roada and bridges, 
expecially in the north of the district. Supplementary estimates have been submitted 
Ly tue District Engineer for repairing the flood damages, and these estimates have been 
sanctioned by the Committee. Liberal grants were made to the Branch Committees, 
and considerable improvement hea been made in village communication, The following 
‘sums were allotted to the respective Branch Committees last year :—

. Demarcating road lunds —Preliminary demarcation and survey of ronds Nos. 7, 8, 
10, 19, 22, 28, 26, 27, and 2% were completed, and land plans for them have been prepared, 
exoept for roads Nos. 7, and 4, which will be finished svon. 

4, Arboriculture,—Thie ia the seventh year of operation under this head. Since the 
beginning of operations 9,355 trees hive beou planted out and maintained by the District 
Buginger, they are distributed over five roads, and are in better condition than, according 
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to my experience of other districts, is uaual. The Brauch Road Committees have maintained 
trees planted ou sides of five roads in their care, and the trees generally are thriving 
well.

—Repairs have heen carried out very satisfactorily. The allotments 
have been well worked an to. Only Rs. 6,600 ont of Ra. 76,615 remains 
unspent at end of the year, chiefly owing to failure of contractors employed on roads 
Nos. 1, 2, 8,5, and 13.

8, Working of the Act and the feelings of the people —The rond cess being now a well- 
known and long-standing tax, questions arc no louger raised as to its necessity, or the 
principles on which it 16 asseeved. It ie paid without murmur as an ackuowledged end 
regulac contribution to the pubiic revenues. 

‘The Hoad Cess Act has much improved communiracions, but owing to the limited 
income of the district much yet remains to be doue. The Act has certainly worked very 
smaoothly throughout the year.

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An important work has been proposed to be done during next year, viz, to construct a 
bridge over the Karce Kosce, about two miles west of the Purneuh station, for which Govertt- 
ment have kindly granted, free of cost, old bridge materials (ironwork) that are lying on the 
Ganges and Darjeeling roud. They are being collected, and the estimate for the work is 
under preparation, This communication will greatly facilitate the traflie of the western 
part of the district on its way along the railway feeder to the Purneah station, 

10. Maintenance and Repai's.—Vhe works undertaken during the year chiefly 
consisted of surface repairs, filling in gaps and depressions, and making diversions of roads. 
Out of 816 miles of road in the Committce’s list, 762 miles were repaired under the direct

I nave the honour to submit the Annual Accounts and the Administration Report of the 
road cess operations in this district during the cess year 1885.86. The accounts were 
examined and certified by the Sub-Committee of Audit appointed under section 174, 
Act 1X (B.C.) of 1480, und were afterwards passod at a special mecting of the Committec held 
on the 20th instant. A copy of resolution No. 2 passed at that meeting is anucxed hereto. 

2. Committee's business.—Eight meetings of the Committee were held during the year, 
of which five were presided over by the Chairman and three by the Deputy Magistrate 
in charge during the Chairman’s absence on tour The regular notice was given before 
every meeting, and no busioess was transacted in the absence of a quorum. The proceedings 
of the Committee were duly recorded in the minute-book, and the orders pas 
have been carried out. * * * Mr. ©. R. Marindin was Chairman from the 
25th October 1885; myself from the 26th October 1885 to the 23rd March 1886; Mr. C. J. 
S. Faulder from the 24th March to the 18th April; and Mr. Li. Ture for the remainder of 
the year. 

*3. The monthly accounts of the road fund offices were duly examined and audited 
by a Standing Sub-Committee of Finance, consisting of four members, one of whom was 
the Vice-Chairman of the Committee. 
eorge Honnessy and Mr, Fraser Forbes, Membors of the Committee, have given 
ce in superintending the repairs of roads in their respective neighbourhoods. 

b. Demand, collection and balance.—Vhe arrears of road cess outstanding from the 
year 1881-85 were Rs. 5,378. The addition of Rs, 28,522, the demand for the year, 
made the gross demand for the year Rs. 33,900. Of this sum, Rs. 30,687 (exclusive of tne 
amount collected in advance during previous years, but inclusive of the amount collected in 
udvance during the year 18#5-86), was collected within the year, and Rs. 155 was remitted, 
leaving av outstanding balance of Rs. 3,373, or 99 per cent ‘on the gross demand cf the year.

Superintendent as generally satisfactory ; but the District Engincer’s own work in despatch 
and supervision was held in several matters by Mr. Hare, and in some by myself, to have 
fallen very short of the proper standard. Special reports have been made on this subject. 

[The following paragraphs sie taken from the District Eugineer’s report, with which thé 
Committee have recorded their coucurrence.) 

10. The more important works—the relief works and the restoration of flood damages— 
were completed, in connection with which much help was reccived from the Sub-Overseers 
Baboos Nilmony Kuar and Kunja Behary Kar. The work was done by the regular estab- 
lishment in addition to its ordinary duties, and the repairs to sume fair-weather roads, 
especially those near Chanchal, was consequently delayed for some time. ‘ 

IL.” Relief Works.—The relief works in the dearabs, taken up in 1884-85, continued 
during the year under review till the beginning of December, 1885. The number of the 
unita relieved wan 25,725 in unmber, at a total coat of Re. 007" The grant-in-aid of 
Rs. 16,000, solicited from the Government in consideration of relief expenditure, aggregating 
Re, 6,761, and towardathe restoration of these flood damages, “ded recommended in 
letter No. 112P.W.—T., dated the, was refused by the Government in their No. 1031°T-.£. 
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—F., dated Ist July 1886, and consequently some worke of great importance, such as the 
thorough renewal of metal on the Nowabgunge road, &e., dependent upon that grant, could 
not be taken up and are indefinitely postponed. 

12.: Flood.—During the latter part of the year the Gangetic flood rose abnormally 
high—higher, indeed, than it had risen in the preceding year of disaster ; and it breached and 
otherwise seriously injured almost all the embanked roads. ‘The bridges, mostly of tal wood, 
however, sto. d well, with the help of the precautionary mensures taken by the Executive 
officers; and except a stall one on the Shahapur and old Maldah road, none were washed 
away or 0 seriously injured as were some in the previous year. 


18. Working Sub-divisions—The working sub-divisions, as in former years, were 
four, viz.—

As the number of Sub-Overscers, as stated in paragravh 8, was only three, the subordi- 
mate in charge of the south Maldah sub-division held charge of the Pakuahat sub-division 
also. 

14, Length of Communications.—There are 92 land and 13 river communications, 
aggregating 951 miles in length, all of which, except 28 miles under Mr. Forbes and Mr. 
Henneasy, were under the District Engincer. The length of the mileage is, as observed in 
my last report, preposterous in relation to the income. 








15. System of working.—Vhe difficulty in getting cnough labourers and _piece-werkers 
is still felt. The local labourers, being moatly of the agricultural class, will seldom go to road

powers vested ina Cess Committee, as far as they relate to administration of district works. 
3, Original works done in the district in the year under review are as follow :— 


(I)—A high spacious bund thrown across the Nuuhochce stream, 49th mile, road 
No. 2 (Dumka and Rampore J1it), with masonry escape bridges (one of 3 
spans of 6 feet, and the other 2 spans of 6 feet) at buth ends, measuring in 
length about 400 yards. 

(2) —A st-ne causeway across the Jecbunpore Nala, one of the most turbulent streams 
in the district, on the 80th mile, road No. 1 (Bhagulpore aud Suri), having 
a length of about 175 fect. 

(3)—A bund about 500 fect Jong across the Murjore channel, 87th mile, Bhagulpore 
and Suri road, with escape culverts at both ends. 

onry bridge of 4 spans of 18 (eet 44 inches each over the Sajnia Nala, 
SGth mile, road No. 1; the arches, piers, aud counterforts of this bridge being 
built of rubble masonry. Great difficulty was cxpericnced in the bridge 
foundations, as they had to be carried to a depth of about 15 fect through 
sand and water.

4. Repair wor All the roads borne in the district statement have beeu properly 
maintained aud re during the year. The three village roads iu the district, called 
Deoghur village roads, Benagoria village roads, and village chord Rampore Hat road, reecived 
as usual adequate attention in regard to their annual maintenance. Kamirabad road (No. 19) 
has been, as before, repaired during tho year by the Belpatta zemindar. 

5. Staging and iaspection bungalows have been repaired and improved during the year. 
The bungalow at Sikcripara, on the Irth mile, road No, 2 (Dumka and Rampore Hat) wnider- 
went thorough repairs and greatly improved. 

6. Arkoriculture has been carefully attended to during the year. We have now ou 
vur roadsidis about 24,000 young and well-turiving plauts, mostly mangoes, about 5,UG0 of 
them having been planted during the year on the sides of the road leading from Damka to 
Godda. A great many mango plants, four to five years old, flowered during the year under 
réport, and some of them brouszht forth fair-sized guod fruits, Our nurseries have been

Branch Committecs, Monghyr District.—The attendance of the members of thr 
Branch Committees have not bn favourably reported ov by tue Chairman. None of the 
Evropean members, except one, attendea thy meetings during the year under review, aud 
that on one ovcasion only, but they render assistance in undertaking the maiuteaance of 
village roads in the neighbourhood of their residences in the interior of the district. 

Branch Committees, Bhayulpore District —The Branch Committees h worked brtter 
than in former years: 1,018 miles of village roads were maintained by them. The 
attendance of the members at Supu head-quarters was satisfactory. 

Branch Committees, Purneah District.—The uverage attendauce of the members of the 
Branch Committees is said to have been fair. 

G. Original works and repairs, Monghyr District——The chief works in this district 
comple'ed during the year were :— 

The construction of the Munshi-Bukbtearpore road (generally called the Napaul 
road) and the reconstruction of the Ganges Ghf&t to Rasispore road (commonly called 
the Tirhoot road) to keep off the spill of the Ganges, Tne former is the heaviest and 
most expensive work cver undertaken by the Monghyr District Oommitice, Besides, 
these, several other useful original works were undertaken and completed during the year 

Repairs.—The necessary repairs were carried out to all the existing roads and bridges. 
They were, generally speaking, kept in fair order.

9. Original worka and repairs, Maldak District-—The principal original works com- 
pleted during the year were the construction of an inspection bungalow at Nawabgunge on 
the Nawabgunge-Rajshahye road and of the Gomastapur to Nachole road, ‘The most important 
work sauctioned by Government is the construction of the English Bazar-Kajmahal road, 
which could not be taken in hand owing to want of funds, the Governwent beving declived 
the grant-in-aid, without which it cannot be done. Besides the above, relief worke in the

(8) Constructing a stone causeway across the Jabanpore Nullab on the 80ch mile 
of Bhagulpore-Suri road. 

(c) Constrncting” 2 bund across the Meryora channel on the Bhagulpore-Suri 
road, 

(¢d) And a wasonry bridge over the Sajniah Nallah. 

Repairs.—All the roads in the district list were properly repaired and maintained 
throughout the year, they are in very good order, The inspection bungalows were 
also kept in good repair.

Bhaguipore.—The Branch Committees effected improvements to the village roads under 
their charge. tupces 20,025 were allotted for the purpose, out of which Re. 10,324 were 
spent by them. 

Purneah.—In this district the village roads were repaired, as in former years, by the 
planters, zemindars, and District Engineer, and much improvement has been wade in them. 

Matdah and Sonthat Pergunnaks.—Vhere are very tew village roads in these districts,

12, Tree-planting, Monghyr.—Tree-planting was cari out on certain roads under the 
five yeurs’ coutract system, the above system having uot Leen found to pay.

Bhagulporr.—The District Engineer planted out and maintained 9,335 trees during 
the year.

A 
nursery garden is kept up. 

Malduh.—Only 40 trees were planted and 600 maintained during the year. Nurseries 
have been kept up at the four inspection bungalows. 

Sonthal Peryunnahs —Tree-planting was carcilly attended to in this district. They 
are now thriving well, About 5,0CO trees were planted out during the year,
